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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the amendment filed for application 10/782,046 on 
February 17, 2006. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the limitations of claim 21 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

The drawings were received on October 13, 2005. These drawings are approved. 
The drawings were received on February 17,2006. These drawings are no approved. 
These drawings show limitations that are new matter. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the new description 
of Fig. 4 should be removed, since Fig. 4 is not approved for entry (see above). 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on October 13, 2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,773,373 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled m the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. With regard to claim 21, it is never 
stated when the absolute kick-down switching characteristic line for the determination of the 
kick-down upshift point should be used, nor is the offset ever incorporated with the absolute 
kick-down switching characteristic line. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. On lines 7-8, the limitation of "the engine output speed" lacks antecedent basis. It 
is believed that on line 4, -engine— should be inserted before "output speed gradient." Also, on 
line 10, u a maximum engine output speed" should be replaced with -the maximum engine 
output speed- since the limitation is already introduced on line 8. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 9-11,13-16, 19-20 are allowed. 

Claims 17-18 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

With regard to claim 21, this claim, as the re-written independent form of claim 12, is 
still rejected as new matter. 

In paragraph 32 of the specification, it clearly states "instead of a speed offset an absolute 
kick-down switching characteristic line is used." The exclusive use of an absolute kick-down 
switching line can be understood by one of ordinary skill in the art. However, this is because 
most shift-maps use an absolute line. Applicant has disclosed one embodiment where there is a 
characteristic line and an offset of an appropriate sign is added to said line. Then applicant has 
disclosed the use of an absolute kick-down switching line "instead of a speed offset." Therefore, 
using the speed offset and the absolute kick-down line would be a hybrid embodiment not 
disclosed in the original specification. Applicant does not state "instead of a varying 
characteristic line," but specifically states "instead of a speed offset" in paragraph 32. 

Applicant's arguments have been considered, but are not persuasive.
